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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

NAME  AND  JURISDICTION. 

Section  i.  This  body  shall  be  known 
as  the  International  Stereotypers’  and  Elec- 
trotypers’ Union  of  North  America.  Its 
jurisdiction  shall  include  all  branches  of 
stereotyping  and  electrotyping.  In  it  alone 
is  vested  power  to  establish  subordinate  Un- 
ions of  stereotypers  and  electrotypers,  and 
its  mandates  must  be  obeyed  at  all  times 
and  under  all  circumstances.  To  the  Inter- 
national Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypersr 
Union  of  North  America  is  reserved  the 
right  to  fix,  regulate,  and  determine  all  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  fellowship  in  all  branches 
of  stereotyping  and  electrotyping,  while  to 
subordinate  Unions  is  conceded  the  right 
to  make  all  necessary  laws  for  local  govern- 
ment which  do  not  conflict  with  the  laws  of 
the  International  Union. 

Sect.  2.  A charter  may  be  issued  to  five 
or  more  stereotypers,  electrotype  finishers,  or 
electrotypers,  either  separately  or  together. 

Sect.  3.  All  stereotypers,  electrotype 
finishers,  or  electrotypers  must  deposit  their 
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Cards  with,  and  all  applications  must  be  made 
to,  the  nearest  Union  of  their  craft,  for  mem- 
bership in  this  Union,  and  they  shall  abide 
by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Un- 
ion to  which  they  are  attached ; and  said 
members  shall  be  required  to  assist  and  take 
part  in  strikes,  when  legally  ordered  by  local 
Unions.  In  accordance  with  agreement  en- 
tered into  by  International  Stereotypers’  and 
Electrotypers’  Union  and  International  Ty- 
pographical Union. 

Sect.  4.  The  officers  of  the  International 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union  have 
the  right  to  withhold  a charter,  if  in  their 
judgment  they  have  reason  to  believe  the 
organization  will  not  be  permanent,  and  refer 
such  action  to  the  next  session  of  the  In- 
ternational Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Union  for  its  action  in  the  premises. 

ARTICLE  II. 

REPRESENTATION. 

Section  i.  Subordinate  Unions  are  en- 
titled to  representation  in  the  International 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union  ac- 
cording to  the  following  apportionment : 
Unions  with  seventy-five  members  or  less, 
one  delegate ; more  than  seventy-five  and 
less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  members, 
two  delegates ; more  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  and  less  than  three  hundred  members, 
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three  delegates ; and  three  hundred  or  any 
greater  number  of  members,  four  delegates. 
Two  or  more  subordinate  Unions  having  a 
membership  of  less  than  one  hundred  mem- 
bers each  have  the  power  of  combining  and 
electing  one  delegate  if  they  so  desire  : Pro- 
vided, That  the  certificate  of  a delegate  so 
chosen  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  each  of  the  Unions,  together 
with  seal  of  each  organization  he  represents. 
The  expenses  of  the  attendance  of  said 
delegates  on  the  annual  sessions  of  this 
Union  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  subordinate 
Unions  they  respectively  represent.  Each 
delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and 
no  proxies  shall  be  allowed. 

Sect.  2.  No  member  of  a subordinate 
Union  who  has  ceased  to  work  at  the  busi- 
ness, or  one  who  has  not  been  in  good  stand- 
ing at  least  six  months  immediately  preced- 
ing the  date  on  which  the  election  will  be 
held,  shall  be  eligible  to  election  as  a dele- 
gate : Provided , That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  so  construed  as  to  exclude 
the  delegate  or  delegates  of  a Union  organ- 
ized within  a less  period  than  six  months. 

Sect.  3.  The  delegates  chosen  to  attend 
the  sessions  of  this  Union  shall  hold  office 
until  the  election  of  their  successors,  and  in 
case  of  vacancies  subordinate  Unions  are 
authorized  to  at  once  proceed  to  elect  a 
delegate  or  delegates  as  successor  or  sue- 
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cessors.  Each  delegate  must  be  furnished 
(for  presentation  to  this  Union)  with  a cer- 
tificate of  election,  duly  authenticated  by  the 
seal  of  his  subordinate  Union  according  to 
the  following  form,  viz.  :

Delegate' s Signature . 

Sect.  4.  The  number  of  delegates  to 
which  a Union  shall  be  entitled  must  be 
determined  by  the  average  membership  on 
which  it  paid  per  capita  tax  during  the 
twelve  months  immediately  preceding  is- 
suance of  call. 

Sect.  5.  The  election  of  delegates  to  the 
International  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Union  convention  will  be  held  in  the  month 
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of  May ; the  time  and  place  of  such  elec- 
tion of  delegates  to  be  designated  by  subor- 
dinate Unions. 

Sect.  6.  Returns  (under  seal)  of  such 
delegates-elect  must  be  made  to  the  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer within  fifteen  days  after  the 
election. 

Sect.  7.  The  Secretary-Treasurer,  before 
the  meeting  of  the  International  Stereotyped 
and  Electrotypers’  Union,  shall  prepare  a 
roll  of  the  delegates-elect,  and  place  thereon 
the  names  of  those  persons,  and  such  per- 
sons only,  as  shall  be  shown  to  have  been 
elected  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the 
International  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Union  and  of  subordinate  Unions,  as  certified 
by  Secretaries  of  subordinate  Unions.  In 
cases  of  contests,  the  names  of  the  parties 
claiming  election  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
International  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotyp- 
ers’ Union  for  decision.  Where  Unions 
have  not  complied  with  the  laws  of  the 
International  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotyp- 
ers’ Union,  the  names  of  delegates  from  such 
Unions  shall  also  be  submitted. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  The  International  Stereotyp- 
ers’ and  Electrotypers’  Union  shall  meet  an- 
nually, on  the  second  Monday  in  August, 
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in  such  city  as  the  preceding  convention 
shall  determine  upon.  Provided ' That  upon 
the  request  of  ten  Unions,  stating  the  busi- 
ness desired  to  be  considered,  the  President 
shall,  with  the  approval  of  a majority  of  all 
the  Unions,  call  a special  meeting  of  the 
Union.  Provided , That  at  least  thirty  days’ 
notice  of  such  special  meeting  shall  be  given 
to  subordinate  Unions,  together  with  a state- 
ment of  the  business  to  be  considered,  if 
deemed  advisable,  to  be  published  in  the 
“ Typographical  Journal.”  And  provided , 
further,  That  no  business  shall  be  considered 
at  such  special  meeting  that  is  not  specified 
in  the  call. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  this  Union 
(whose  terms  of  office  shall  be  two  years,  or 
until  their  successors  have  duly  qualified) 
shall  be  a President,  Vice-President,  and 
Secretary-Treasurer.  Said  officers  shall  be 
elected  by  a referendum  vote. 

Sect.  2.  Any  member  in  good  standing 
of  a subordinate  Union  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  to  any  of  the  above-named  offices. 

Sect.  3.  During  the  month  of  August 
subordinate  Unions  may,  by  majority  vote,  at 
any  regular  meeting,  nominate  one  candidate 
for  each  of  the  following  offices,  viz. : Presi- 
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dent, Vice-President,  and  Secretary-Treasurer, 
designating  for  which  each  is  nominated  ; but 
no  subordinate  Union  shall  nominate  or  in- 
dorse two  candidates  (for  any  of  these  of- 
fices) coming  from  Unions  in  the  same  State 
or  Province.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  one  of 
the  Secretaries  of  each  subordinate  Union 
taking  action  to  immediately  notify  the  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, who  is  directed  to  close 
nominations  at  noon,  on  September  15,  those 
received  after  that  time  to  be  disregarded ; 
the  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  publish  in  the 
“ Typographical  Journal,”  not  later  than  Oc- 
tober 1,  a list  of  nominees,  specifying  the 
offices  for  which  the  nominees  have  been 
named. 

Sect.  4.  Within  twenty- four  hours  after 
closing  of  nominations  the  Secretary-Treas- 
urer shall  notify  all  eligible  candidates  of 
their  nomination,  and  as  soon  thereafter  as 
possible  publish  a list  of  declinations,  if  any, 
in  the  “ Typographical  Journal.” 

Sect.  5.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall, 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions have  been  complied  with,  prepare 
and  have  printed  the  names  of  all  candidates, 
arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  together  with 
the  name  and  number  of  the  Union  of  which 
they  are  members ; this  ballot  shall  bear  the 
official  seal  of  this  Union,  and  be  so  con- 
structed that  a voter  can  with  ease  designate 
his  choice  by  making  a cross  (X)  opposite 
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the  name  of  those  for  whom  he  wishes  to 
record  his  vote  ; he  shall  supply  subordinate 
Unions  with  copies  of  such  ballots  before 
October  i,  at  the  ratio  of  not  less  than  5 
per  cent,  increase  on  the  last  reported  num- 
ber of  paid-up  members  ; if  more  should  be 
required,  the  aforementioned  official  shall 
furnish  ballots  to  Unions  at  an  advance  of 
10  per  cent,  above  cost  of  printing  same. 
No  ballot  shall  be  used  at  such  elections  ex- 
cept those  issued  by  the  officers  of  this  body, 
except  in  cases  where  Unions  receive  no 
official  ballots. 

Sect.  6.  Elections  shall  be  held  during 
the  month  of  October,  subordinate  Unions 
to  regulate  the  time,  place,  and  manner  of 
voting. 

Sect.  7.  The  President  and  Secretary  of 
each  subordinate  Union  is  hereby  required, 
within  forty-eight  hours  after  close  of  the 
poll,  to  transmit  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer 
a statement  showing  the  number  of  votes  cast 
for  each  and  every  candidate. 

Sect.  8.  These  returns  shall  be  carefully 
filed  and  preserved  by  said  official,  and  on 
November  15  delivered  to  an  Election 
Board,  which  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  of  a Union  designated  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  who  have  been  elected  for 
the  purpose  by  a vote  of  the  members  of  that 
Union ; and  said  Board  shall  immediately 
proceed  to  canvass  the  returns  and  make  a 
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true  and  correct  transcript  thereof  to  said 
Secretary-Treasurer,  who  shall  furnish  copies 
of  such  transcript  to  the  President  and  Sec- 
retary of  subordinate  Unions. 

Sect.  9.  With  the  exception  of  the  office 
of  President,  those  nominees  having  received 
the  highest  number  of  votes  on  the  first  bal- 
lot shall  be  declared  elected  to  the  office  for 
which  they  w^ere  candidates  ; in  the  case  of 
the  President,  a majority  of  votes  shall  be 
necessary  to  elect,  and  if  on  the  first  ballot 
no  candidate  for  President  has  received  a 
majority  of  all  votes  cast,  the  Election  Board 
shall  direct  the  Secretary-Treasurer  to  issue 
ballots  containing  the  names  of  the  two  candi- 
dates who  received  the  greatest  number  of 
votes  for  President,  and  subordinate  Unions 
shall  hold  an  election  within  twenty  days 
after  such  date,  the  election  and  certification 
of  result  to  be  in  all  possible  respects  simi- 
lar to  those  which  obtained  in  conducting 
the  initial  election. 

Sect.  10.  The  Union  which  shall  select 
the  Election  Board  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Executive  Board  before  May  1 of  each  elec- 
tion, and  such  subordinate  Union  shall  be 
notified  of  its  selection  by  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  and  the  report  of  said  Board  shall 
be  published  in  detail,  and  a distinct  an- 
nouncement made  of  the  successful  candi- 
dates, who  shall  assume  office  on  January  1 
succeeding  the  election. 
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Sect,  i i.  No  member  shall  be  permitted 
to  vote  who  is  not  in  possession  of  a cur- 
rent working  card,  or  who  is  delinquent  in 
any  way,  either  to  this  Union  or  the  subor- 
dinate Union  under  whose  jurisdiction  he  is 
voting. 

Sect.  12.  Members  shall  be  allowed  to 
vote  but  once  at  an  election  of  officers. 
Provided , that  if  those  charged  with  the  con- 
duct of  the  election,  by  a subordinate  Union, 
or  any  of  them,  have  reason  to  believe  that  a 
member  has  voted  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a 
sister  Union,  or  any  member  challenges  his 
right  to  vote  on  account  of  his  having  exer- 
cised that  right  previously,  he  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  vote  on  signing  the  following : 
“/  hereby  declare,  on  my  honor  as  a man, 
that  I have  not  voted  for  International  Ster- 
eotypers' and  Electrotypers'  Union  officers  at 
this  election,  and  I make  this  declaration  with 
a full  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  misrepresen- 
tation renders  me  liable  to  discipline 

Sect.  13.  Any  member  proven  guilty  of 
misrepresenting  returns,  altering,  mutilating, 
or  destroying  deposited  ballots,  or  voting 
wrongfully  or  illegally,  shall  be  punished  as 
the  local  Union  may  determine,  but  in  no 
case  shall  the  penalty  be  less  than  a fine  of 
$10.  It  is  further  provided  that  for  the  pur- 
pose of  preserving  the  integrity  of  this  law, 
the  Executive  Board  — all  other  laws  or 
parts  of  laws  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding 
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— is  empowered  to  proceed  against  the  al- 
leged offender,  and  mete  out  such  punish- 
ment as  in  the  opinion  of  said  Board  is  just 
and  equitable. 

ARTICLE  V. 

VACANCIES  IN  OFFICE. 

Section  i.  In  case  of  the  death,  resigna- 
tion, disqualification,  or  refusal  to  serve  of 
the  President,  the  duties  of  the  office  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  shall  be  performed  by 
the  Vice-President. 

Sect.  2.  In  case  of  the  death,  resigna- 
tion, disqualification,  or  refusal  to  serve  of  any 
other  officer,  the  Secretary-Treasurer  shall 
immediately  invite  nominations  and  perfect 
arrangements  for  holding  an  election,  in 
accordance  with  the  law  governing  selection 
of  elective  officers,  the  dates  for  closing 
nominations  and  receiving  returns  to  be  set 
by  the  Executive  Board ; Provided , that 
should  a vacancy  occur  for  any  reason  within 
six  months  of  the  regular  election  the  Exec- 
utive Board  shall  select  a successor  for  the 
unexpired  term. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  President . 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  attend 
and  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Interna- 
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tional  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union 
during  his  term  of  office ; he  shall  have  the 
casting  vote  whenever  there  shall  be  an  equal 
division  on  any  question,  except  where  he 
shall  have  voted  on  the  call  of  the  yeas  and 
nays ; he  shall  at  all  times  exercise  a general 
supervision  over  all  officers  of  the  Interna- 
tional Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union, 
requiring  a faithful  performance  of  duties 
and  a strict  and  business-like  manner  of 
keeping  all  accounts,  paying  out  money,  and 
conducting  correspondence ; he  shall,  with 
the  Secretary-Treasurer,  see  that  all  moneys 
belonging  to  the  International  Stereotypers’ 
and  Electrotypers’  Union,  exceeding  the 
sum  of  $50,  are  properly  deposited  in  a re- 
sponsible bank  or  banks  to  the  credit  of  the 
International  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Union,  and  money  shall  be  drawn  from  such 
banks  only  by  check  signed  by  the  President 
and  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  only  then  when 
both  officers  are  fully  satisfied  that  such 
money  is  lawfully  and  justly  due  the  person 
or  persons  for  whose  benefit  the  check  is 
drawn ; he  shall  at  the  close  of  each  year  see 
that  the  accounts  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer 
with  such  banks  are  balanced,  and  a sworn 
statement  to  that  effect  shall  be  published,  to- 
gether with  all  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  the  International  Stereotypers’  and  Elec- 
trotypers’ Union ; he  shall  be  chairman  of 
the  Executive  Board,  and  preside  at  all  its 
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meetings,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  vote 
upon  all  questions  submitted  to  it ; he  shall 
properly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office ; 
he  shall,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Executive 
Board,  appoint,  oversee,  and  direct  the  oper- 
ations of  Organizers  ; he  shall  have  authority, 
should  he  become  satisfied  that  any  officer  is 
derelict  in  the  performance  of  any  duty,  or 
has  been  guilty  of  any  dishonest  act,  to  sus- 
pend such  officer  from  his  official  position. 
In  such  event  he  shall  furnish  the  officer  so 
suspended  with  a detailed  statement  of  his 
reasons  for  so  doing,  and  shall  also  forward 
to  the  Vice-President  a similar  detailed  state- 
ment, who  shall  thereupon  appoint  a com- 
mittee of  three  of  the  Executive  Board  to 
try  such  suspended  official  upon  the  charges 
presented  by  the  President,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  a law  to  govern  impeachment  and 
trial ; he  shall,  before  accepting  the  official 
bond  of  any  officer,  be  satisfied  that  such 
bond  is  valid  and  in  proper  form,  and  for 
that  purpose  he  is  hereby  empowered  and 
instructed  to  take  competent  legal  advice 
upon  the  matter;  he  shall,  in  case  of  the 
mismanagement  or  misappropriation  of  any 
funds  of  this  Union  by  any  official  charged 
with  the  custody,  collection,  and  disburse- 
ment thereof,  at  once  proceed  to  collect  the 
same  from  the  official  in  default,  or,  in  the 
event  of  the  failure  of  such  official  to  make 
good  such  deficiency,  institute  legal  proceed- 
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ings  against  such  defaulting  officer  and  his 
sureties. 

Vice-  President . 

Sect.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  President  in  his  ab- 
sence, death,  resignation,  or  disqualification  ; 
he  shall  be  a member  of  the  Executive  Board, 
and  perform  all  other  duties  specified  by  the 
Constitution  and  General  Laws. 

Secretary-  Treasurer . 

Sect.  3.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall 
attend  all  meetings  of  the  International 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union,  and 
shall  devote  all  the  necessary  time  to  the 
business  of  this  body ; he  shall  make  a just, 
true,  and  complete  record  of  each  and  every 
day’s  proceedings ; he  shall,  immediately 
after  the  final  adjournment,  cause  the  same 
to  be  published  and  distributed  to  subordi- 
nate Unions ; he  shall  be  the  custodian  of 
the  funds  of  the  Union ; he  shall  receive  all 
dues,  per  capita  tax,  and  other  money  from 
subordinate  Unions;  he  shall,  in  conjunction 
with  the  President,  deposit  all  funds  exceed- 
ing the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  in  some  respon- 
sible bank  or  banks  to  the  credit  of  the  In- 
ternational Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Union ; he  shall  draw  money  from  such 
banks  only  by  check  signed  by  the  President 
and  himself  as  Trustees  for  said  Union ; 
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he  shall  require  all  bills  against  the  Union 
to  be  itemized,  and  shall  only  pay  such 
bills  as  are  in  accordance  with  the  order 
of  the  Union  direct,  or  its  laws,  and  after 
approval  by  the  President  he  shall  have  the 
books  of  deposit  with  such  banks  balanced 
at  the  end  of  each  year ; he  shall  publish  quar- 
terly a statement  of  all  moneys  received  and  ex- 
pended by  the  International  Union ; he  shall 
publish  a sworn  statement  of  such  balance  each 
year ; he  shall  publish  a full  yearly  statement 
of  receipts  and  disbursements  of  all  kinds  ; he 
shall  submit  all  his  books  and  accounts  to 
the  Auditing  Committee  yearly,  as  directed  ; 
he  shall  send  all  receipts  for  money  received 
from  financial  officers  of  subordinate  Unions 
to  the  disbursing  officers  of  said  Unions, 
acknowledging,  by  postal  or  otherwise,  the 
receipt  thereof  to  Presidents  of  such  subor- 
dinate Unions ; he  shall  conduct  all  his  busi- 
ness, correspondence,  etc.,  in  a prompt  and 
systematic  manner,  keeping  files,  etc.,  of  all 
documents,  and  copies  of  all  correspond- 
ence ; he  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
shall  be  ordered  by  the  Union ; he  shall  give 
a bond  to  the  President,  from  a solvent 
guarantee  company  of  an  amount  to  be  de- 
cided by  the  Executive  Board  previous  to 
assuming  office,  and  within  thirty  days  after 
his  election,  which  bond  shall  be  approved 
by  the  President  and  Executive  Board ; he 
shall  publish  monthly  a list  of  arrearages  of 
subordinate  Unions,  and  if  said  arrearages 
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are  not  paid  within  thirty  days  thereafter  the 
President  of  all  such  Unions  shall  then  be 
notified  ; he  shall  also  be  Secretary  of  the 
Executive  Board,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  of  him ; he  shall 
furnish  each  subordinate  Union,  prior  to  the 
election  of  delegates,  with  two  (or  more 
where  needed)  copies  of  blank  delegate 
certificates  of  election ; he  shall  furnish  sub- 
ordinate Unions  with  bound  copies  of  the 
Union  Certificate  of  Membership,  in  books 
of  io  cards,  as  may  be  desired,  at  the  rate 
of  $6  per  hundred,  upon  application;  he 
shall  have  power  to  procure  all  necessary 
printing  required  by  the  officers  in  conduct- 
ing the  official  correspondence  and  other 
business  of  the  Union ; in  addition  to  nec- 
essary books,  he  shall  also  keep  three  books 
— the  first  to  contain  a list  of  the  number  of 
Unions  connected  with  the  International 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union,  the 
names  of  the  members,  etc. ; the  second 
book  to  contain  a list  of  the  organized  unions 
not  connected  with  the  International  Stereo- 
typers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union,  the  names 
of  their  members,  etc. ; the  third  book  to 
contain  the  names  of  unorganized  stereo- 
typers and  electrotypers  throughout  the 
United  States  and  Canada. 

The  Executive  Board . 

Sect.  4.  There  shall  be  an  Executive 
Board,  consisting  of  the  President,  Vice- 
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President,  and  Secretary-Treasurer,  which 
body  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the 
business  of  the  International  Stereotypers’ 
and  Electro  typers’  Union,  and  of  subordi- 
nate Unions.  The  President  shall  be  Chair- 
man and  the  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  be 
Secretary  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  both 
shall  have  a vote  on  all  questions.  It  shall 
decide  all  questions  arising  between  subor- 
dinate Unions,  all  appeals  and  grievances  of 
members  against  Unions,  and  all  disputes 
with  employers  affecting  solely  stereotypers 
and  electrotypers  which  cannot  be  adjusted 
by  Unions. 

Sect.  5.  The  Executive  Board  shall  ap- 
point one  of  their  number  chairman  of  Com- 
mittee on  Plate  Matter,  whose  duty  shall  be 
to  enforce  Section  44  of  the  General  Laws, 
in  regard  to  non-union  plate  matter,  in  con- 
junction with  committee  appointed  by  sub- 
ordinate Unions  for  that  purpose. 

Sect.  6.  Any  officer  of  the  International 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union  may 
be  impeached  by  the  Executive  Board,  and 
if  the  charges  are  proven  shall  be  disqualified 
to  further  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office, 
and  a successor  shall  be  appointed,  as 
already  provided  for.  Impeachment  pro- 
ceedings may  be  conducted  by  the  Execu- 
tive Board  by  written  communications,  sworn 
affidavits,  and  investigation. 
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Organizers . 

Sect.  7.  Organizers  may  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  subject  to  the  sanction  of  the 
Executive  Board. 

Sect.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each 
Organizer  to  correspond  with  stereotypers 
and  electrotypers  or  others  in  towns  or 
places  in  his  territory  where  no  Union  exists 
and  where  there  are  stereotypers  or  electro- 
typers at  work,  with  a view  of  encouraging 
them  to  embrace  unionism.  He  is  author- 
ized and  directed  to  select  some  good  man 
as  an  assistant  in  each  of  said  towns,  who 
shall  furnish  applicants  with  proper  blanks 
with  which  to  make  application  for  member- 
ship, which,  when  filled  out,  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  Organizer,  who  shall  cause  the 
names  of  applicants  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
nearest  Union. 

Sect.  9.  The  Organizer  shall  confine 
himself  to  organization  by  correspondence, 
and  must  not  incur  any  expense  other  than 
postage  without  first  receiving  the  sanction 
of  the  President  and  Executive  Board. 

Sect.  10.  The  Organizer  shall  have 
authority  to  appoint  a deputy  whenever  he 
shall  deem  it  advisable,  who  shall  at  all  times 
be  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the 
Organizer.  He  shall  arrange  for  the  organi- 
zation of  unions  wherever  possible,  certifying 
the  standing  of  all  applicants  for  a charter  to 
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the  Organizer,  who  shall  satisfy  himself  that 
all  representations  therein  contained  are 
correct. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

SALARIES. 

Section  i.  The  salary  of  the  President 
and  Secretary-Treasurer  in  full  for  the  ser- 
vices rendered  by  each  of  said  officers  during 
term  of  office  shall  be  the  sums  following : 
For  the  President,  $600  per  annum  and  trav- 
elling expenses,  confined  to  actual  railroad 
fare  by  the  shortest  possible  route,  and  hotel 
expenses  not  to  exceed  $3  per  day,  and 
compensation  for  time  lost ; Secretary-Treas- 
urer, $600  per  annum  and  the  same  allow- 
ance as  given  the  President. 

Sect.  2.  The  compensation  of  an  unsal- 
aried officer  shall  be  an  amount  for  time  lost 
equal  to  his  earning  capacity,  or,  if  unem- 
ployed, the  regular  scale  of  his  union,  with 
hotel  expenses,  not  in  excess  of  $3  per  day, 
and  first-class  railroad  fare  by  the  shortest 
possible  route  ; and  in  no  case  shall  bills 
be  honored  unless  an  itemized  statement 
of  expenses  is  furnished  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  nor  shall  the  allowance  for  salary 
and  expenses  be  greater  than  herein  pro- 
vided. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

APPEALS. 

Section  i.  All  appeals  from  the  decision 
of  a subordinate  Union  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  President  of  the  International  Stereotyp- 
es’ and  Electrotypers’  Union,  and  a decision 
rendered  by  that  officer.  Should  either  party 
feel  aggrieved  at  the  decision  of  the  President 
of  the  International  Stereotypers’  and  Elec- 
trotypers’ Union,  he  shall  have  the  right  of 
appeal  to  the  Executive  Board,  and  if  not 
satisfied  with  the  verdict  of  the  latter  body 
he  shall  be  permitted  to  present  his  case  to 
the  International  Stereotypers’  and  Electro- 
typers’ Union  at  a regular  session,  which 
judgment  shall  be  final. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

REVENUE. 

Section  i.  The  revenue  of  the  Inter- 
national Stereotypes’  and  Electrotypes’ 
Union  shall  be  derived  as  follows  : From 

charters  for  subordinate  Unions,  $5  per  char- 
ter ; from  necessary  supplies,  at  prices  to  be 
fixed  by  law,  and  twenty-five  cents  per  capita 
per  month  dues,  paid  to  the  International 
Union  from  subordinate  Unions,  payable 
monthly,  on  or  before  the  third  Monday  in 
each  month.  Money  so  received  from  sub- 
ordinate Unions  shall  be  receipted  for  by  the 
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Secretary-Treasurer  and  acknowledged  by 
publication  in  the  “ Typographical  Journal.” 
Returns  from  subordinate  Unions,  under  seal, 
shall  be  made  monthly  to  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  stating  the  number  of  members 
and  the  amount  so  forwarded,  to  the  order 
of  the  International  Union. 

Sect.  2.  The  fiscal  year  of  this  Union 
shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  December 
and  end  on  the  30th  day  of  November  in 
each  year. 

Sect.  3.  Every  member  shall  pay  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  cents  per  month  as  dues  to  the 
International  Union. 

ARTICLE  X. 

BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

Section  i.  The  convention  shall  assemble 
at  9 o’clock  A.M.  (or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
convenient  for  the  delegates)  on  the  first  day 
of  meeting,  and  afterwards  shall  meet  and 
adjourn  at  such  time  as  may  be  fixed  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  present. 

Sect.  2.  The  following  obligation  shall 
be  administered  by  the  President  to  the  sev- 
eral elected  and  appointed  officers  before 
they  shall  enter  upon  their  respective  duties  : 

You  solemnly  pledge  your  word  and  honor , 
in  the  presence  of  this  Union , that  you  will , 
to  the  best  of  your  ability , discharge  the  duties 
incumbent  on  you  as of  the  Interna- 
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tional  Stereotype rs’  and  Electrotypers'  Union 
during  your  term  of  office. 

Standing  Committees. 

Sect.  3.  The  President  shall,  immediately 
after  the  roll  call,  appoint  the  following 
standing  committees  : 

1.  A Committee  on  Credentials,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  the  credentials  of  all  mem- 
bers, said  committee  to  examine  all  such 
credentials,  and  report  thereon  to  the  Union 
as  speedily  as  possible. 

2.  A Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  grievances ; whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  examine  carefully  the  evidence 
brought  before  them,  and  report  a resolution 
sustaining  or  dismissing  the  appeal. 

3.  A Committee  on  Laws,  to  whom  shall 
be  referred  all  proposed  laws,  petitions,  me- 
morials, and  communications  from  delegates 
and  Unions,  and  such  other  matters  as  this 
Union  may  direct. 

4.  An  Auditing  Committee  of  three, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  report 
thereon  without  delay. 

Special  Com  m ittees . 

Sect.  4.  Special  committees  shall  be  ap- 
pointed only  when  it  becomes  necessary  to 
relieve  standing  committees,  or  advisable 
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when  proposed  legislation  requires  more 
time  for  examination  and  consideration  than 
the  standing  committee  can  devote  thereto. 
Each  special  committee  shall  consist  of  not 
more  than  five  members,  and  no  member  of 
the  Union  shall  be  appointed  on  such  com- 
mittee unless  present  at  the  meeting  at  which 
the  appointment  is  made. 

Standing  Orders . 

Sect.  6.  No  person  other  than  the  duly 
elected  delegates  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
floor  during  the  session  of  the  International 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union  Con- 
vention except  by  Unanimous  consent,  unless 
they  be  ex-delegates  or  officers  of  subordi- 
nate Unions,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  the  floor  by  a vote  of  the  ma- 
jority of  delegates  present. 

Sect.  7.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall 
have  the  proceedings  of  the  International 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union  Con- 
vention printed  as  soon  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Convention  as  possible. 

Sect.  8.  In  the  absence  of  a standing 
rule,  reference  shall  be  had  to  “ Roberts’ 
Rules  of  Order”  as  the  guide  of  the  Union. 
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ARTICLE  XI. 

CRAFTS  AND  BRANCHES. 

Section  i.  The  various  crafts  and 
branches  comprised  in  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Union  shall  be  designated  and  known 
as  stereotypers,  electrotype  finishers,  and 
electrotypers,  and  no  person  shall  be  ad- 
mitted as  a member  of  any  subordinate 
Union  unless  he  be  a journeyman  and  com- 
petent workman  at  one  of  the  above-named 
crafts  or  branches. 

Sect.  2.  Any  subordinate  Union  in  this 
Union  may  be  composed  exclusively  of 
members  belonging  to  only  one  craft  or 
branch,  or  may  comprise  several  crafts  or 
branches ; but  where  a Union  is  composed 
of  members  belonging  to  more  than  one 
craft,  the  different  crafts  shall  be  classified 
accordingly. 

Sect.  3.  No  member  of  a subordinate 
Union  in  the  jurisdiction  of  this  International 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union  shall 
be  allowed  to  work  as  a journeyman  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Union  unless  such  mem- 
ber has  served  an  apprenticeship  of  at  least 
five  years  at  the  craft. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

TRANSFERS. 

Section  i.  Transfers  from  one  craft  or 
branch  to  another  can  be  made  only  on  the 
following  conditions  : 

1.  The  consent  of  the  local  Union  or 
Unions  having  control  of  the  craft  within 
whose  jurisdiction  such  transfer  is  to  be 
made. 

2.  No  travelling  card  can  be  issued  (to 
work  at  the  transferred  branch)  unless  the 
member  has  worked  three  years  at  such 
transferred  branch  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Union  which  authorized  such  transfer. 

3.  But  members  who  have  qualified  at 
more  than  one  branch  shall  have  the  privi- 
lege of  working  at  any  branch  for  which  they 
have  qualified. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

AUDITING  ACCOUNTS. 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  cause  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  Secretary-Treas- 
urer to  be  audited  once  a year,  and  for  this 
purpose  he  shall  appoint  an  auditing  com- 
mittee of  three.  Said  committee  shall  sub- 
mit its  report  to  the  President,  who  shall 
cause  its  publication. 

Sect.  2.  If  said  report  should  show  any 
errors  of  importance  or  defalcation,  or  mis- 
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appropriation  of  funds  of  the  Secretary-Treas- 
urer or  of  any  officer  of  the  International 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Executive  Board,  to  suspend 
such  officer  or  officers  ; and  he  shall  proceed 
at  once  legally  to  secure  the  International 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union  from 
loss,  in  accordance  with  the  bond  or  bonds 
of  said  officer  or  officers. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

CERTIFICATE  OF  MEMBERSHIP  AND  WITH- 
DRAWAL CARDS. 

Section  i.  The  International  Stereo- 
typers’ and  Electrotypers’  Union  shall  issue, 
in  blank  form,  cards  with  appropriate  de- 
signs, and  known  as  the  “ Certificate  of 
Membership,”  and  the  “Withdrawal  Card,” 
which  shall  be  furnished  subordinate  Unions 
at  prices  fixed  by  law  of  this  Union,  to  be 
used  by  members  in  good  standing,  on  proper 
application  being  made  therefor. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  Certificate  of  member- 
ship shall  be  in  words  as  follows  :

Sect.  3.  The  issuance  of  this  certificate 
shall  in  no  case  work  a forfeiture  of  mem- 
bership in  the  subordinate  Union  from 
which  it  was  drawn  until  such  certificate  shall 
have  been  accepted  by  a sister  subordinate 
Union  or  shall  expire  by  limitation. 

Sect.  4.  The  Withdrawal  Card  shall  con- 
tain on  its  obverse  side  the  following  words  :

This  certifies  that the  holder

The  reverse  of  the  card  shall  contain  the 
following,  which  must  be  subscribed  when 
holder  deposits  same  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
suming active  membership  :

Sect.  5.  When  a card  is  issued  to  a 
member  the  Secretary  issuing  such  card  shall 
insert  the  craft  to  which  the  member  belongs. 

Sect.  6.  Members  in  good  standing  who 
cease  to  work  at  the  business,  or  remove 
from  the  jurisdiction  of  a subordinate  Union 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  Withdrawal  Card 
issued  by  this  Union,  which  exempts  them 
from  the  payment  of  all  dues,  and  deprives 
them  of  all  offices  and  benefits  whatever. 
Immediately  on  returning  to  the  business  or 
coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a subordi- 
* nate  Union  the  holder  shall  deposit  same  and 
be  immediately  placed  on  the  active  list. 

Sect.  7.  A member  of  a subordinate 
Union  working  regularly  at  the  business  can 
not  demand  the  right  of  withdrawing  from 
the  Union  on  the  plea  of  economizing  ex- 
penses or  of  inability  to  pay  his  dues ; and 
the  Union,  in  such  a case,  is  justified  in  re- 
fusing a card. 

Sect.  8.  Any  member  taking  a With- 
drawal Card  vacates  any  office  he  may  hold 
in  the  Union. 


ARTICLE  XV. 

PENALTIES. 

Section  i.  The  charter  of  any  subordi- 
nate Union  which  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay 
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its  per  capita  and  other  moneys,  or  any  part 
thereof,  within  three  months  after  becoming 
due,  shall  be  suspended,  and  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  is  directed  not  to  issue  Certificates 
of  Membership  to  any  Union  thus  in  arrears. 
Provided , That  the  Secretary-Treasurer  shall 
give  such  derelict  Union  thirty  days’  notice 
of  the  action  to  be  taken. 

Sect.  2.  Any  subordinate  Union  which 
shall  fail  to  make  the  annual  return  and  other 
reports  required  of  it  by  the  International 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union,  or 
its  Executive  Board,  shall  be  fined  $10  for 
such  failure.  Provided,  That  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  shall  give  fifteen  days’  notice  to  ‘ 
such  derelict  Union  of  the  action  to  be 
taken. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

ENACTMENT  OF  LAWS. 

Section  i.  Laws  for  the  (government  of 
the  craft  throughout  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
International  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Union  may  be  enacted  and  enforced  by  this 
Union  as  provided  for  in  Article  XVIII.  of 
this  Constitution,  and  any  subordinate  Union 
within  its  jurisdiction  refusing  to  abide  by 
and  obey  its  laws  and  decisions  or  any  part 
thereof  shall  be  disciplined  therefor,  in  such 
manner,  or  have  its  charter  suspended,  as 
this  Union,  through  its  Executive  Board, 
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may  decree.  Provided , That  a Union  so 
suspended  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to 
the  International  Stereotyped  and  Electro- 
typers’  Union  at  its  next  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

QUORUM. 

A majority  of  the  delegates  in  attendance 
at  any  session  of  the  International  Stereo- 
typers’ and  Electrotypers’  Union  shall  consti- 
tute a quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  i.  All  amendments  to  this  Con- 
stitution and  General  Laws  shall  be  submit- 
ted in  writing  or  print  at  the  convention  of 
the  International  Stereotypers’  and  Electro- 
typers’ Union,  and  if  approved  by  a majority 
of  the  delegates  shall  then  be  submitted  to 
all  the  Unions  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Union.  Each  member  of  a subordinate 
Union  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  on  any 
amendment,  and  the  result  shall  be  reported 
in  detail  by  the  Secretary  of  each  subordinate 
Union  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer  within 
thirty  days  after  such  vote  is  taken.  The 
vote  shall  be  canvassed  by  the  Election 
Board  (provided  for  by  Sections  8 and  io, 
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Article  IV.,  of  this  Constitution).  Having 
received  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
voting,  it  shall  be  declared  adopted  by  the 
Executive  Board  upon  receiving  a certificate 
to  that  effect  from  the  Election  Board. 

Sect.  2.  Any  subordinate  Union  shall 
have  the  right  to  submit  in  writing  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  or  General  Laws 
of  this  Union,  and  if  such  amendments  are 
supported  in  writing  by  fifty  members  of  the 
International  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Union  (provided  that  not  more  than  fifteen 
members  of  any  one  local  Union  shall  sign), 
the  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  immediately 
have  such  amendments  printed  and  sent  to  all 
subordinate  Unions  for  action  as  provided  for 
in  the  first  section  of  this  article,  the  vote  to 
be  taken  within  a time  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Executive  Board. 

Sect.  *3.  All  propositions  or  amendments 
favorably  acted  upon  by  the  annual  conven- 
tion of  the  International  Stereotypers’  and 
Electrotypers’  Union  shall  be  voted  upon  by 
subordinate  Unions  during  the  month  of 
October  following  such  International  Stereo- 
typers’ and  Electrotypers’  Union  Conven- 
tion. 
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ARTICLE  XIX. 

OBLIGATION  FOR  SUBORDINATE  UNIONS. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  mandatory  upon  all 
subordinate  Unions  to  insert  in  their  Consti- 
tutions and  By-Laws  the  obligation  as  stated 
in  Article  XIX.,  Section  i,  and  also  Sections 
L 3?  8>  *3?  23,  24,  29,  30,  31,  32,  33, 

37 f 44?  49?  and  5°  °f  the  General  Laws  as 
contained  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Inter- 
national Stereotyped  and  Electrotyped 
Union. 


Obligation . 

Every  person  admitted  as  a member  of 
this  Union  shall  be  introduced  to  the  presid- 
ing officer  and  requested  to  raise  his  right 
hand  while  repeating  these  words  : 

/ ( give  name)  hereby  solemnly  and  sin- 
cerely swear  or  affirm  that  I will  not  reveal 
any  business  or  proceedings  of  any  meeting  of 
this  Union , or  any  subordinate  Union  to 
which  I may  hereafter  be  attached \ unless  by 
order  of  the  Union , except  to  those  whom  I 
know  to  be  members  in  good  standing  thereof ; 
and  that  I will , without  equivocation  or  eva- 
sion , and  to  the  best  of  my  ability , abide  by 
the  Constitution , By-Laws , and  the  adopted 
scale  of  prices  ; that  I will  at  all  times  abide 
by  the  decisions  of  the  majority , and  use  all 
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honorable  ?neans  within  my  power  to  procure 
employment  for  members  of  any  Union  work - 
ing  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  International 
Stereo  typers1  and  Electrotypers1  Union  in  pref- 
erence to  others  ; that  my  fidelity  to  the  Union 
and  my  duty  to  the  mejnbers  thereof  shall  in 
no  case  be  interfered  with  or  trenched  upon 
by  any  allegiance  that  I may  now  or  hereafter 
owe  to  any  other  organization , social ',  political 
or  religious , secret,  or  otherwise  ; that  I will 
belong  to  no  society  or  combination  composed 
wholly  or  partly  of  Stereotypers  or  Electro- 
typers with  the  intent  or  purpose  to  interfere 
with  the  trade  regulations  or  influence  or 
control  the  legislation  of  this  Union  ; that  1 
will  not  zurong  a brother  member , or  see  him 
wronged,  if  in  my  power  to  prevent.  To  all 
of  which  I pledge  my  most  sacred  honor . 


ARTICLE  XX. 

OBLIGATION  FOR  DELEGATES. 

Section  i.  The  following  obligation  shall 
be  administered  to  each  and  every  delegate 
of  the  International  Stereotypers’  and  Elec- 
trotypers’  Union  immediately  after  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  : 

I ( repeat  name  individually)  solemnly 
swear  ( or  affirm)  that  I do  not  belong,  nor 
will  I belong  at  any  time  in  the  future,  to 
any  society  or  combination  co7nposed  wholly 
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or  partly  of  members  of  the  International 
Stereotypers 9 and  Electrotypers ’ Union , or 
any  other  Union  under  its  jurisdiction , the 
intent  and  purpose  of  which  is  to  interfere 
with  the  trade  regulations  or  influence  or  con- 
trol the  legislation  of  this  or  any  other  Union  > 
or  the  selection  or  election  of  any  officer  or 
officers . 


ARTICLE  XXI. 

NEW  LAWS. 

Section  i.  All  new  laws  of  the  Inter- 
national Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Union,  unless  otherwise  provided  for,  shall 
be  in  full  force  and  effect  on  and  after  the 
first  day  of  January  succeeding  the  adjourn- 
ment of  each  convention. 


ARTICLE  XXII. 

CONFLICTING  LAWS. 

Section  i.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  con- 
flicting with  this  Constitution  are  hereby 
declared  null  and  void. 


GENERAL  LAWS. 


Membership . 

Section  i.  No  Union  shall  admit  as  a 
member  any  person  who  comes  from  a place 
where  a Union  existed  at  the  time  of  his 
leaving,  unless  he  can  produce  a duly  at- 
tested Certificate  of  Membership  from  said 
Union ; and  any  person  admitted  by  such 
certificate  shall  be  exempt  from  the  usual 
initiation  fee.  Provided , however , That  an 
applicant  for  membership  without  a certifi- 
cate may  be  admitted  by  obtaining  the  per- 
mission of  the  Union  in  the  place  which  he 
has  left.  Any  subordinate  Union  violating 
this  law  shall  be  liable  to  a fine  of  $25. 

Sect.  2.  Members  in  good  standing  who 
are  desirous  of  leaving  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Union  to  which  they  belong  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  International  Stereotypers’ 
and  Electrotypers’  Union  Certificate,  which 
shall  be  furnished  upon  the  payment  of  the 
current  month’s  dues ; and  any  member 
receiving  such  certificate  shall  deposit  the 
same  with  the  proper  Union  officer  when 
accepting  work  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
(38) 
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any  Union  subordinate  to  the  International 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union. 
[See  Section  3.]  Any  member  neglecting 
his  duty,  as  prescribed  in  this  section,  shall 
be  regarded  as  a delinquent,  and  upon  read- 
mission into  any  subordinate  Union  shall  be 
required  to  pay  the  usual  initiation  fee. 

Sect.  3.  A member  of  a Union  going 
into  the  jurisdiction  of  a sister  Union  must 
deposit  his  card.  [See  Section  2.]  Dues 
shall  be  charged  from  the  first  day  of  each 
month,  except  in  cases  where  the  member 
has  paid  the  current  month’s  dues.  Less 
than  one  month’s  dues  cannot  be  paid  or 
demanded.  Provided , This  shall  not  apply 
to  Unions  located  within  five  miles  of 
each  other,  when  the  current  working  card 
of  the  nearest  Union  shall  hold  good  for 
thirty  days. 

Sect.  4.  An  applicant  for  membership, 
working  under  permit  pending  final  action 
on  his  case,  is  entitled  to  work  in  Union 
offices  and  receive  the  same  recognition  as 
members  of  the  Union,  and  he  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  withdraw  his  application  upon 
which  a permit  has  been  granted,  but  must 
await  the  action  of  the  Union.  When  an 
applicant  for  membership  or  reinstatement  is 
once  rejected  in  a subordinate  Union  he  can- 
not again  make  a new  application  to  any 
Union  for  the  space  of  six  months. 

Sect.  5.  Members  employed  under  per- 
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mit  in  non-union  offices  cannot  engage  in  a 
strike  ordered  by  any  other  body  than  the 
Union  they  belong  to. 

A regular  holding  a situation  in  one  office 
must  not  accept  casual  employment  in  an- 
other to  the  detriment  of  substitutes. 

Certificate  of  Membership . 

Sect.  6.  It  is  competent  for  the  Secretary 
or  other  authorized  officer  of  a subordinate 
Union  to  receive  the  Certificate  of  Member- 
ship at  any  time,  if  the  card  be  clear  and 
within  date  and  no  charges  are  pending 
against  the  holder.  Membership  in  said 
Union  shall  date  from  time  of  said  reception. 

Sect.  7.  The  International  Stereotypers’ 
and  Electrotypers’  Union  cards  must  be  re- 
ceived (if  within  date),  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  charges  may  be  pending  in  a sister 
Union  against  an  officer  of  the  Union  issuing 
the  same.  Provided  Such  charges- were  not 
made  known  to  said  Union  previous  to  the 
issue  of  said  card. 

Sect.  8.  When  a member  loses  his  Cer- 
tificate of  Membership,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Union  from  which  he  received  it  to  issue  him 
another  one.  Provided , He  has  not  worked 
in  the  jurisdiction  of  any  other  subordinate 
Union  before  making  his  loss  known  and  re- 
ceiving its  permission  to  work,  and  there  are 
no  charges  or  objections  made  against  him 
either  by  the  Union  from  which  his  card  was 
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first  issued,  or  that  in  whose  jurisdiction  he 
desires  to  go  to  work,  and  his  original  card 
had  not  expired  before  he  made  his  loss 
known. 

Sect.  9.  The  fact  of  a change  of  officers 
of  the  International  Stereotypers’  and  Elec- 
trotypers’ Union  does  not  invalidate  a clear 
card,  within  date,  signed  by  a former  officer. 
The  blank  certificates  furnished  subordinate 
Unions  are  good  until  used.  Provided , The 
Union  remains  in  existence  as  a part  of  this 
organization. 

Sect.  10.  Certificates  of  Membership  of 
a body  of  stereotypers  or  electrotypers  where 
a charter  has  been  revoked  by  this  Union 
will  not  be  honored  by  local  Unions  pend- 
ing an  appeal  to  the  next  session.  The  de- 
cision of  the  International  Stereotypers’  and 
Electrotypers’  Union  is  final  and  binding, 
and  must  be  abided  by  until  reversed  by 
a future  convention. 

Sect.  ii.  Where  a member  has  lost  his 
card,  and  the  Union  which  issued  it  refuses 
to  renew  it,  the  Executive  Board  of  the  In- 
ternational Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Union  have  the  power  to  grant  him  one  over 
their  signatures.  Provided , Such  member  has 
not  forfeited  his  right  to  a card  by  anti- 
union conduct. 

Sect.  12.  All  Certificates  of  Membership 
issued  by  subordinate  Unions  must  have  the 
seal  of  the  Union  issuing  it  stamped  thereon. 
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Sect.  13.  A member  on  depositing  his 
card  shall  not  be  subject  to  an  assessment 
levied  for  the  payment  of  debts  incurred  by 
a local  Union  previous  to  the  depositing  of 
such  card. 

Sect.  14.  All  signatures,  dates,  and  names 
to  Certificates  of  Membership,  when  issued, 
shall  be  in  ink. 

Sect.  15.  A Union  may  reissue  to  a 
member  the  same  card  he  deposited  if  he 
withdraws  during  the  month  it  was  originally 
issued.  On  the  reverse  of  such  card  shall 
be  indorsed  the  dates  of  deposit  and  with- 
drawal and  the  name  of  subordinate  Union 
reissuing  it. 

Sect.  16.  Secretaries  of  subordinate  Un- 
ions, when  issuing  a travelling  card,  shall  re- 
quire the  member  to  place  in  the  blank  for 
that  purpose  his  (the  member’s)  signature 
in  the  presence  of  the  Secretary,  and  the 
Secretary  receiving  a travelling  card  shall 
require  the  holder  to  sign  his  name  on  a 
piece  of  paper  for  comparison,  and  should 
there  be  a discrepancy,  the  Secretary  shall 
take  up  the  card  pending  investigation. 
Any  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a fine  of  $5.  Provided , This  shall 
not  apply  to  cards  forwarded  by  mail. 

Sect.  17.  A subordinate  Union  shall  not 
issue  a travelling  card  to  a member  against 
whom  charges  are  pending. 
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Renewals . 

Sect.  18.  When  a Union  member,  who 
has  been  for  a length  of  time  out  of  the  busi- 
ness, or  so  located  as  to  make  it  unnecessary 
for  him  to  deposit  his  card,  under  the  work- 
ings of  our  system,  until  after  it  has  expired 
by  limitation,  presents  his  card  for  renewal 
to  the  Union  by  which  it  was  issued,  such 
Union  shall  promptly  renew  such  card.  Pro- 
vided, The  application  for  renewal  be  ac- 
companied by  satisfactory  evidence  that  the 
applicant  has  not  in  the  meantime  been 
guilty  of  any  anti-union  conduct.  Should 
the  Union  issuing  such  card  have  in  the 
meantime  ceased  to  exist,  it  is  the  right  of 
the  Union  man  holding  such  card  to  have  it 
accepted  by  any  subordinate  Union  on  his 
showing  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  Union 
that  his  record  has  been  a clear  one  since  the 
date  of  issue  of  such  card. 


Apprentices . 

Sect.  19.  It  is  enjoined  upon  each  sub- 
ordinate Union  to  make  regulations  limiting 
the  number  of  apprentices  to  be  employed 
in  each  office  to  one  for  such  number  of 
journeymen  as  to  the  Union  may  seem  just. 

No  subordinate  Union  shall  admit  to 
membership  any  person  who  has  not  served 
an  apprenticeship  of  at  least  five  years. 
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Appeals . 

Sect.  20.  Any  member  of  a subordinate 
Union  feeling  that  injustice  has  been  done 
him  by  his  Union  may  appeal  his  case  in  the 
manner  provided  for  in  Article  VIII.  of  the 
. Constitution.  Provided,  That  notice  of  inten- 
tion to  appeal  be  filed  with  the  proper 
officers  of  the  subordinate  Union  within  five 
days,  and  that  appellant  serves  copies  of  all 
testimony  and  argument  upon  said  officials 
within  thirty  days  after  the  trial  court  has 
rendered  its  decision,  and  respondent  shall 
reply  thereto  within  a like  period.  Provided, 
further,  That  the  President  of  this  Union 
may  grant  a further  extension  to  either  party 
if,  in  his  opinion,  the  ends  of  justice  will  be 
subserved  thereby. 

Sect.  2 1 . All  parties  to  an  appeal  to  this 
Union  in  cases  where  documents  are  to  be 
submitted  to  the  officers  of  the  Union,  are 
required  to  go  before  a notary  public  and 
make  affidavit  to  the  truth  of  their  state- 
ments. 

Sect.  22.  In  cases  of  appeal  against  the 
action  of  a subordinate  Union,  its  decision 
must  be  complied  with  in  the  interim.  Pro- 
vided, That  should  a verdict  of  reprimand  or 
censure  be  adopted,  it  shall  not  be  enforced 
against  the  convicted  prior  to  the  decision 
of  an  appeal,  in  case  such  an  appeal  be  taken, 
in  case  notice  of  appeal  is  given  within  five 
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days ; and  in  all  cases  involving  a demand 
for  dues  and  assessments,  or  other  moneys, 
the  amount  in  dispute  must  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  President  of  the  subordinate 
Union,  to  be  held  by  him  until  the  appeal 
has  been  finally  decided.  Provided , further , 
That  the  President  and  Executive  Board  of 
the  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers*  Interna- 
tional Union  may,  upon  a satisfactory  showing 
being  made  by  the  aggrieved  party,  issue  a 
temporary  order,  holding  a final  decision  in 
abeyance  until  such  time  as  a full  hearing 
can  be  obtained  before  the  appellate  court. 

Charges. 

Sect.  23.  When  a Union  arraigns  a mem- 
ber on  any  cause  without  its  jurisdiction,  and 
the  party  so  arraigned  has  formerly  been  in 
good  standing  with  the  craft,  it  is  the  duty 
of  said  Union  to  give  him  official  notifica- 
tion of  the  fact,  and  allow  him  the  privilege 
of  defending  himself  in  open  meeting. 

Sect.  24.  When  a subordinate  Union  is 
cognizant  of  the  performance  of  a disrepu- 
table act  on  the  part  of  a member  not  work- 
ing within  its  jurisdiction,  whether  such  act 
was  committed  within  its  jurisdiction  or  not, 
it  is  its  duty  to  prefer  charges  against  him 
before  the  Union  under  whose  jurisdiction 
he  does  work. 
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Charters . 

Sect.  25.  In  all  applications  for  charters 
no  other  name  shall  be  recognized  than  that 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  Union  is 
located  as  the  name  of  said  Union. 

Sect.  26.  A majority  of  a Union  cannot 
by  vote  surrender  its  charter.  Charters  be- 
ing granted  to  five  members,  a Union  can- 
not be  dissolved  while  there  are  that  num- 
ber in  good  standing  willing  to  retain  the 
charter. 

Sect.  27.  A subordinate  Union  has  not 
the  right  to  erase  the  names  of  charter  mem- 
bers (who  may  have  ceased  to  be  Union 
men  from  any  cause)  from  their  charters 
and  substitute  others  in  their  places.  The 
charters  (as  to  names)  must  remain  as  issued 
by  the  Union.  There  is  nothing,  however, 
to  prevent  a Union  attaching  to  such  charter 
a sketch  of  the  delinquency  or  degeneracy 
of  any  party  whose  name  appears  thereon  as 
a charter  member. 

Sect.  28.  It  is  competent  for  a sub- 
ordinate Union  to  take  a charter  from  any 
State  within  which  it  may  be  located,  in 
order  to  protect  itself  in  the  possession  of 
property  and  other  legal  rights,  but  the 
charter  of  this  Union  is  supreme  and  governs 
in  all  craft  matters  where  it  does  not  conflict 
with  the  laws  of  the  State  or  nation. 
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Foremen . 

Sect.  29.  Where  it  is  in  the  power  of  a 
foreman  to  employ  help  of  the  allied  trades 
and  he  shall  employ  a non-union  man  in 
preference  to  a Union  man,  he  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  $5  or  more  than  $25,  and  on 
the  second  offense  he  shall  be  subject  to 
suspension  or  expulsion. 

Sect.  30.  It  shall  be  a misdemeanor, 
punishable  by  expulsion,  for  one  Union  man 
to  make  application  for  the  position  of  an- 
other Union  man  in  any  office.  Foremen  of 
offices  have  the  right  to  employ  help,  and 
may  discharge  (1)  for  incompetency,  (2) 
for  neglect  of  duty,  (3)  for  violation  of  office 
rules  (which  shall  be  conspicuously  posted) 
or  of  laws  of  the  chapel  or  Union,  and  (4) 
to  decrease  the  force,  such  decrease  in  offices 
to  be  accomplished  by  discharging,  first  the 
person  or  persons  last  employed,  either  as 
regular  employees  or  extra  employees  as  the 
exigencies  of  the  matter  require.  Should 
there  be  an  increase  in  the  force  within 
sixty  (60)  days  after  a decrease  the  person 
or  persons  displaced  through  such  cause 
shall  be  reinstated  in  the  order  in  which 
they  were  discharged  before  other  help  may 
be  employed.  Upon  demand,  foreman  shall 
give  the  reason  of  discharge  in  writing. 
Persons  considered  capable  as  substitutes  by 
foreman  shall  be  deemed  competent  to  fill 
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regular  situations.  This  section  shall  apply 
to  incoming  as  well  as  outgoing  foremen. 

Sect.  31.  Foremen  shall  not  designate 
any  particular  day  or  how  many  days  a man 
shall  work  in  one  week. 

Sect.  32.  No  foreman  shall  have  the 
right  to  discharge  or  discipline  a regular  for 
putting  on  an  incompetent  “ sub/’  provided , 
the  foreman  has  not  notified  the  regular  of 
the  “ sub’s  ” incompetency. 

Sect.  33.  Where  the  scale  of  prices  of  a 
subordinate^  Union  does  not  provide  an  es- 
tablished rate  of  wages  for  foreman  and  assist- 
ant foreman,  a stereotyper  or  an  electrotyper 
applying  for  or  accepting  the  situation  of 
any  foreman  or  assistant  foreman  within  its 
jurisdiction,  at  a less  rate  of  wages  than  the 
then  foreman  or  assistant  foreman  is  receiv- 
ing, shall  be  deemed  unfair,  and  if  a Union 
member,  shall  be  expelled  from  the  Union 
of  which  he  is  a member. 

Duties  and  Rights  of  Subordinate  Unions . 

Sect.  34.  Secretaries  of  subordinate 
Unions  are  required  to  furnish  the  Secretary  - 
Treasurer  the  names  of  all  applicants  for 
admission  who  have  been  known  to  or  are 
suspected  of  having  worked  under  the  juris- 
diction of  a sister  Union  or  about  whose 
antecedents  there  is  the  least  doubt,  and  no 
such  applicant  shall  be  received  into  mem- 
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bership  until  twenty  days  after  the  date  of 
such  publication ; organizers  are  also  re- 
quired to  send  the  said  International  Stereo- 
typers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union  official 
for  publication  the  names  and  addresses  of 
all  applicants  for  membership.  Provided , So 
much  of  this  provision  as  applies  to  subor- 
dinate Unions  shall  not  be  operative  during 
the  progress  of  a strike  or  during  the  life  of 
amnesty  declared  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  laws  of  this  body. 

Sect.  35.  All  correspondence  between 
subordinate  Unions  as  to  character,  etc.,  of 
applicants  for  membership,  and  all  other 
business  of  like  nature,  shall  be  conducted 
in  sealed  envelopes. 

Sect.  36.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Presi- 
dents of  subordinate  Unions  to  report  to  the 
President  of  the  International  Stereotypers’ 
and  Electrotypers’  Union  all  violations  of 
the  laws  of  the  International  Stereotypers’ 
and  Electrotypers’  Union  occurring  within 
their  jurisdiction. 

Sect.  37.  Members  of  subordinate  Unions 
shall  not  leave  situations  in  remote  places 
without  first  notifying  the  Union  of  such  in- 
tention and  trying  to  place  a Union  man  in 
such  situation. 

Sect.  38.  A Union  has  the  right  to  de- 
mand arrears  in  the  matter  of  dues,  assess- 
ments, and  payments  of  all  indebtedness 
before  granting  a Certificate  of  Membership, 
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although  other  members  may  not  have  been 
compelled  to  pay  up. 

Sect.  39.  No  subordinate  Union  shall 
admit  to  membership  any  person  who  has 
not  served  an  apprenticeship  of  at  least  five 
years.  It  shall  be  mandatory  upon  every 
affiliated  local  not  to  admit  to  journeyman 
membership  any  apprentice  unless  his  com- 
petency has  been  proved  by  a most  rigid 
examination,  consisting  of  a practical  me- 
chanical test. 

Sect.  40.  Subordinate  Unions,  acting  in 
conjunction  with  the  Executive  Board,  have 
a right  to  declare  a general  amnesty  for  a 
set  period  to  non-union  men  working  in  the 
territory  under  their  jurisdiction. 

Sect.  41.  It  shall  be  mandatory  upon 
every  Union  to  immediately  establish  a mini- 
mum scale  of  wages,  such  scale  to  be  put 
into  effect  as  soon  as  possible ; but  before 
any  new  or  amended  scale  is  adopted  by 
the  Union  it  shall  be  submitted  to  each  pub- 
lisher or  employer  interested  and  conciliatory 
endeavors  taken  to  secure  his  consent. 

Sect.  42.  Local  Unions  are  urged  to 
affiliate  with  and  attach  themselves  to  the 
various  central  bodies  in  their  localities. 

Sect.  43.  The  International  Stereotypers’ 
and  Electrotypers’  Union  hereby  indorses 
all  Union  labels,  and  requests  its  members 
to  purchase  only  goods  marked  with  a Union 
label  when  such  goods  are  obtainable. 
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Sect.  44.  Each  subordinate  Union  shall 
appoint  a committee  of  one  or  more  (whose 
names  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary-Treas- 
urer) to  aid  the  officers  of  the  International 
Stereotyped  and  Electrotyped  Union  in 
enforcing  Section  14  (B)  of  the  agreement 
with  the  International  Typographical  Union, 
which  reads  : 

...  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers 
and  organizers  of  the  International  Typo- 
graphical Union  to  take  immediate  steps  to 
prevent  local  Unions  using  stereotype  plate 
matter,  electrotype  plates,  and  papier  mach£ 
matrices,  unless  said  plate  matter,  electro- 
type plates,  and  papier  mach£  matrices  are 
made  by  Union  men. 

Discipline . 

Sect.  45.  Members  of  subordinate  Unions 
may  be  disciplined  for  violation  of  Interna- 
tional Stereotyped  and  Electrotypers’  Union 
law.  Charges  against  members  shall  be  pre- 
sented in  writing,  and  a copy  of  the  charges 
shall  be  furnished  the  accused. 

Delegates . 

Sect.  46.  No  delegate  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  in  the  convention  of  the  International 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Union  whose 
Union  has  not  previously  paid  over  to  the 
proper  officers  the  per  capita  tax  and  all  in- 
debtedness of  his  Union. 
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Seal . 

Sect.  47.  It  is  enjoined  upon  each  sub- 
ordinate Union  to  have  a suitable  seal  en 
graved,  to  authenticate  all  documents. 

“ Ratting .” 

Sect.  48.  A member  of  a Union  engag- 
ing to  take  a situation  in  the  jurisdiction  of 
anotherUnion  at  a lower  rate  of  wages  than 
the  scale  of  prices  of  the  latter  Union  calls 
for,  and  failing  from  any  cause  to  obtain  the 
same,  is  guilty  of  “ ratting.” 

Wo rk in g - hours . 

Sect.  49.  Pooling  of  hours  shall  be  and 
is  prohibited.  [Pooling  of  hours  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  the  practice  of  working 
fewer  hours  than  the  scale  calls  for  on  cer- 
tain days,  giving  the  time  saved  to  another 
day  when  the  work  necessitates  additional 
time,  such  to  be  given  to  the  office  before 
overtime  is  charged.  Provided , That  when 
the  scale  calls  for  a six  or  seven  hour  day  for 
certain  days,  and  an  eight  or  nine  hour  day 
for  others,  this  shall  not  be  considered  the 
pooling  of  hours.] 

Sect.  50.  All  electrotype  foundries  doing 
stereotyping  to  the  extent  of  one  day  (eight 
hours)  or  more  per  week  shall  employ  a 
Union  stereotyper  for  this  work. 
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Dues  and  Assessments. 

Sect.  51.  Each  subordinate  Union  shall 
pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  International 
Stereotyped  and  Electrotypers’  Union  the 
per  capita  tax  and  all  assessments  collected 
or  levied  by  the  International  Stereotypers’ 
and  Electrotypers’  Union,  the  same  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the 
International  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Union  as  soon  after  its  receipt  as  is  practica- 
ble. 

Sect.  52.  All  Unions  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  International  Stereotypers’  and 
Electrotypers’  Union  shall  furnish  a copy  of 
their  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  adopted 
Scale  of  Wages  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer,, 
who  shall  keep  the  same  and  furnish  infor- 
mation in  relation  thereto  to  the  local 
Unions  upon  request. 

Sect.  53.  All  Constitutions  and  By-Laws 
and  scales  of  wages  of  local  Unions  of  this 
body  must  be  submitted  to  the  Executive 
Board  for  approval  before  being  adopted. 

Sect.  54.  No  local  Union  shall  enter  into 
negotiations  pertaining  to  the  establishment 
of  new  wage  scales  or  the  rectifying  of  unsat- 
isfactory conditions  without  apprising  the  ex- 
ecutive officers  regarding  the  nature  of  the 
demands  and  the  contemplated  method  of 
procedure  for  the  procuring  of  those  de- 
mands. 
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Trials  and  Charges. 

Sect.  55.  1st.  Neglect  of  duty  by  an 
officer  or  failure  to  comply  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  International  or  local  laws  by 
members,  may  be  punished  by  reprimand, 
fine,  suspension,  or  expulsion  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  local  Unions. 
No  punishment  may  be  inflicted  or  penalty 
enforced  until  after  due  trial  in  accordance 
with  local  and  International  law.  Charges 
against  a member  must  be  made  in  writing 
by  a member,  and  may  be  presented  to  the 
president  of  the  local  Union  at  any  time,  who 
shall  forthwith  appoint  a committee  of  three 
or  more  to  examine  the  case.  Said  commit- 
tee shall  notify  the  parties  and  their  witnesses 
of  the  time,  place,  and  object  of  sitting.  Both 
parties  shall  have  the  right  of  counsel,  who 
shall  be  members  of  the  Union.  At  the  de- 
mand of  either  party  witnesses  shall  be  sworn 
by  a notary  public.  If  either  party  fail  to 
appear  (unless  excused  for  cause  shown)  the 
inquiry  shall  proceed,  and  the  committee 
shall  at  the  next  stated  meeting  report  the 
evidence  and  its  judgment  on  the  case. 

2d.  If  the  charges  be  sustained  in  whole 
or  in  part,  the  accused  shall  have  the  privi- 
lege of  defence  before  the  Union,  after  which 
the  secretary  shall  read  the  judgment  of  the 
committee  and  the  President  shall  submit  it 
to  a vote  of  the  Union.  If  sustained  the  pre- 
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siding  officer  shall  pronounce  the  sentence 
agreed  on.  Punishment  other  than  that  rec- 
ommended by  the  committee  may  be  sub- 
stituted by  the  Union. 

3d.  The  evidence  of  Rats  shall  not  be  re- 
ceived in  the  trial  of  Union  men. 

4th.  Evidence  from  the  books  and  book- 
keeper of  an  office  should  be  considered 
good  evidence  on  the  trial  of  a Union  man  for 
violation  of  scale,  unless  surrounding  circum- 
stances or  Union  evidence  in  rebuttal  weakens 
or  destroys  it. 

5th.  No  evidence  shall  be  considered  by 
the  examining  committee  except  such  as 
shall  be  offered  at  a regular  hearing  of  the 
committee. 

Working  Rules . 

Sect.  56.  Any  member  of  a subordinate 
Union  holding  a regular  position  on  a news- 
paper must  put  on  a substitute  when  absent 
from  the  office  where  employed. 

Resolutions . 

Resolved , That  members  working  in  news- 
paper offices  any  portion  of  a day  within  the 
hours  specified  as  constituting  a working  day 
on  newspapers  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a 
day’s  pay. 


INSTRUCTIONS  TO  THOSE  APPLY- 
ING FOR  CHARTERS. 


Applications  for  Stereotypers’  and  Electro- 
typers’ charters  must  be  made  to  the  Presi- 
dent or  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Inter- 
national Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Union. 

It  being  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Board 
to  grant  charters,  application  for  the  same 
may  be  addressed  to  either  officer  or  the 
Organizer  for  the  district  wherein  the  appli- 
cants are  located. 

All  applications  must  be  accompanied  by 
a charter  fee  of  $5. 

Any  person  while  under  the  ban  of  sus- 
pension or  expulsion  in  a subordinate  Union 
cannot  become  a charter  member  of  another 
Union. 

Any  Union  applying  for  a charter  is  re- 
quired to  submit  its  constitution  and  by- 
laws, also  a list  of  its  officers  and  members, 
for  examination  by  the  International  Stereo- 
typers’ and  Electrotypers’  Union  officers.

AGREEMENT 


BETWEEN 

THE  INTERNATIONAL  STEREOTYPERS’  AND 

Electrotypers’  Union  and  the  inter- 
national TYPOGRAPHICAL  UNION. 


Adopted  by  referendum  vote  in  igoi , going  into  effect 
January  /,  1902. 


i.  That  the  International  Typographical 
Union  hereby  agrees  to  and  does  recognize 
the  exclusive  right  of  the  Stereotypers’  and 
Electro  typers’  Trade  District  Union  to  con- 
trol, regulate,  charter,  and  hereafter  organize 
all  stereotypers  and  electrotypers  and  all 
those  employed  at  any  and  all  branches  of 
stereotyping  and  electrotyping  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  first-named  organization, 
and  the  said  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Trade  District  Union  recognizes  the  sole 
right  of  the  International  Typographical 
Union  to  charter,  regulate,  control,  and  or- 
ganize the  compositors  and  other  branches 
of  the  printing  trade  (excepting  stereotypers 
and  electrotypers  and  all  branches  of  stereo- 
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typing  and  electrotyping)  at  present  or  in 
future  connected  with  that  organization. 

2.  Each  party  recognizes  the  jurisdiction 
and  authority  of  the  other,  as  set  forth  in 
Clause  i of  this  agreement,  and  each  party 
further  agrees  to  withhold  recognition  from 
any  and  all  persons  following  as  a vocation 
any  branch  of  the  printing  craft  under  con- 
trol of  the  other  party  to  this  agreement. 

3.  The  parties  to  this  agreement  hereby 
finally  and  forever  abandon  all  right  or  pre- 
tence to  organize,  aid,  or  abet,  morally  or 
financially,  in  whole  or  in  part,  a Union,  in- 
dividual, or  clique  of  individuals  employed  at 
any  branch  under  the  control  of  the  other 
party  to  this  agreement. 

4.  The  International  Typographical 
Union  and  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Trade  District  Union  hereby  agree  to  coop- 
erate with  and  assist  each  other  in  organizing 
and  for  offensive  and  defensive  purposes,  as 
hereinafter  specified. 

5.  The  International  Typographical 
Union  and  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Trade  District  Union  each  agrees  to  pay  a 
per  capita  tax  on  each  member  thereof  to 
the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  International 
Typographical  Union,  the  money  so  paid  to 
be  used  as  a joint  fund  by  both  bodies  for 
organizing  and  for  offensive  and  defensive 
purposes.  The  members  of  the  Stereotypers’ 
and  Electrotypers’  Trade  District  Union 
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shall  pay  a monthly  per  capita  tax  of  ten 
(io)  cents,  seven  and  one-half  (7^)  cents 
of  which  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  joint 
defence  fund;  two  and  one-half  (2J)  cents 
of  which  shall  be  in  payment  of  privileges 
otherwise  conferred  in  this  agreement.  The 
members  of  the  International  Typographical 
Union  shall  pay  a monthly  per  capita  tax  of 
seven  and  one-half  (7J)  cents  and  in  addi- 
tion shall  pay  all  necessary  expenses  incurred 
in  the  care  and  distribution  of  such  fund. 

6.  The  distribution  of  such  fund  to  be 
under  the  control  of  a joint  board  represent- 
ing the  executive  council  of  the  International 
Typographical  Union  and  the  executive 
board  of  the  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Trade  District  Union  ; such  joint  board  to 
consist  of  the  President  and  Secretary-Treas- 
urer of  the  International  Typographical 
Union  and  the  President  of  the  Stereotypers’ 
and  Electrotypers’  Union.  The  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  the  International  Typographical 
Union  shall  be  Treasurer  of  the  joint  fund, 
and  shall  receive  and  hold  such  per  capita 
tax  subject  to  expenditure  by  majority  vote 
of  the  joint  board. 

7.  If  at  any  time  the  joint  defence  fund 
should  become  depleted,  then  the  joint  board 
shall  take  proper  measures  to  replenish  the 
fund  in  such  amount  as  it  may  determine. 

8.  Said  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Trade  District  Union  agrees  to  abide  by  the 
present  laws  of  the  InternationalTypographi- 
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cal  Union  relating  to  defence  fund,  strikes, 
and  lockouts,  and  such  amendments  thereto 
as  do  not  impair  the  spirit  of  existing  laws. 

9.  The  moneys  in  this  joint  defence  fund 
shall  be  drawn  on  only  for  the  following  pur- 
poses : For  the  sustaining  of  legal  strikes  or 
lockouts  of  subordinate  or  affiliated  Unions, 
and  for  the  payment  of  expenses  of  officers 
or  Organizers  of  both  Unions,  when  engaged 
in  the  settlement  of  disputes  or  the  forma- 
tion of  new  Unions,  and  for  such  other  pur- 
poses relating  strictly  to  offensive  and  de- 
fensive work  as  the  joint  Defence  Board  may 
deem  wise  and  necessary. 

10.  The  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Trade  District  Union  agrees  to  be  bound  by 
the  present  arbitration  agreement  existing 
between  the  Newspaper  Publishers’  Associa- 
tion and  the  International  Typographical 
Union,  which  will  expire  on  May  1,  1902, 
and  such  further  changes  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  from  time  to  time  by  the  executive 
council  of  the  International  Typographical 
Union,  not  impairing  the  spirit  of  the  agree- 
ment and  in -compliance  with  the  vote  by 
which  the  present  agreement  was  adopted 
by  the  referendum  of  the  International  Typo- 
graphical Union. 

11.  The  International  Typographical  Un- 
ion hereby  consents  that  all  subordinate 
Unions  of  the  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Trade  District  Union  may  join  allied  print- 
ing trades  councils  and  further  agrees  that 
the  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Trade 
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District  Union  shall  have  the  same  right  to 
use  the  allied  printing  trades  council  label 
as  is  enjoyed  by  other  affiliated  organizations. 
The  International  Typographical  Union 
agrees  to  sanction  the  use  of  a die  and  stencil 
label  by  the  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Trade  District  Union. 

1 2 . The  International  Typographical  Un- 
ion agrees  to  aid  the  Stereotypers’  and  Elec- 
trotypers’ Trade  District  Union  by  inducing 
all  stereotypers  and  electrotypers  to  join  the 
nearest  Union  of  their  craft,  and  shall,  through 
its  officers  and  organizers,  further  assist  the 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Trade  Dis- 
trict Union  in  organizing  stereotypers  and 
electrotypers  wherever  unorganized.  The 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Trade  Dis- 
trict Union  agrees  to  aid  the  International 
Typographical  Union  in  organizing  all  crafts 
under  its  jurisdiction. 

13.  The  International  Typographical  Un- 
ion and  the  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Trade  District  Union  agree  that  all  future 
contracts  or  agreements  made  by  allied 
Unions,  either  verbal  or  written,  shall  con- 
tain a proviso  to  the  effect  that  such  contract 
shall  be  null  and  void  in  case  of  strike  or 
lockout  of  any  other  Union  affiliated.  Pro- 
vided, That  such  strike  or  lockout  occurs 
after  all  efforts  of  arbitration  have  failed. 

14.  The  parties  to  this  agreement  agree 
to  abide  by  and  enforce  the  following  general 
laws  : 
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( a .)  Where  it  is  in  the  power  of  a fore- 
man to  employ  help  of  the  allied  trades,  and 
he  shall  employ  a non-union  man  in  prefer- 
ence to  a union  man,  he  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  $5  nor  more  than  $25,  and  on  the 
second  offence  he  shall  be  subject  to  suspen- 
sion or  expulsion. 

(<£.)  Plate  Matter.  — It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  officers  and  organizers  of  the  Inter- 
national Typographical  Union  to  take  im- 
mediate steps  to  prevent  local  Unions  using 
stereotype  plate  matter,  electrotype  plates, 
papier-mache  matrices,  and  photo-engravings, 
unless  said  plate  matter,  electrotype  plates, 
papier-mache  matrices,  and  photo-engravings 
are  made  by  recognized  union  men  under 
the  terms  of  this  agreement. 

(c.)  The  International  Typographical 
Union  directs  subordinate  Unions  to  use 
their  influence  in  having  book,  newspaper, 
and  job  stereotyping  and  electrotyping  sent 
to  shops  employing  union  men  exclusively. 

15.  The  International  Typographical 
Union  agrees  to  publish  monthly  in  the 
“ Typographical  Journal,”  official  matter,  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  officers  of  the 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Trade  Dis- 
trict Union,  and  also  a list  of  subordinate 
Unions  of  the  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotyp- 
ers’ Trade  District  Union,  together  with  the 
names  and  addresses  of  each  secretary. 

16.  It  is  further  agreed  that  this  com-

pact  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties 
thereto,  should  either  party  to  said  agree- 
ment hereafter  adopt  another  title. 

17.  The  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Trade  District  Union  hereby  guarantees  all 
present  joint  trade  agreements  entered  into 
by  the  International  Typographical  Union. 

18.  The  International  Typographical  Un- 
ion and  the  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Trade  District  Union  hereby  agree  that  a 
representative  from  each  body  shall  be 
accorded  all  the  privileges  at  conventions 
enjoyed  by  delegates  thereto. 

19.  The  Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’ 
Trade  District  Union,  its  members  and  suc- 
cessors, hereby  renounce  all  right,  title,  and 
interest  in  the  burial  fund  and  the  institution 
at  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado,  known  as  the 
Union  Printers’  Home,  maintained  by  the 
International  Typographical  Union. 

20.  The  International  Typographical  Un- 
ion agrees  at  any  future  time  to  permit  the 
Stereotypers’  and  Electrotypers’  Trade  Dis- 
trict Union  to  take  advantage  of  any  per 
capita  tax  privileges  enjoyed  by  the  member- 
ship of  the  International  Typographical  Un- 
ion, upon  payment  of  the  same  per  capita 
tax. 

2 1 . Other  recognized  printing  trade  or- 
ganizations may  become  parties  to  this 
agreement  by  accepting  its  provisions,  where  - 
upon the  necessary  changes  shall  be  made 
therein.

22.  This  agreement  shall  be  continuous, 
and  shall  be  accepted  or  rejected  as  a whole, 
provided  amendments  may  be  proposed 
hereafter  by  either  party,  and  on  ratification 
by  both  parties  in  such  manner  as  their  laws 
provide  shall  become  a part  of  this  agree- 
ment. 

The  International  Stereotyped  and  Elec- 
trdtypers’  Union  and  the  International  Ty- 
pographical Union  have  agreed  to  abide  by 
and  enforce  the  following  laws  in  conformity 
with  Section  8 of  this  agreement : 

Defence  Fund ’ Strikes , and  Lockouts . 

Sect.  50.  In  the  event ^of  a disagree- 
ment between  a subordinate  Union  and  an 
employer,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  local 
Union,  may  result  in  a strike,  such  Union 
shall  notify  the  President,  who  shall  repair 
in  person  or  by  proxy  to  the  place  where 
said  Union  is  located,  investigate  the  cause 
of  the  disagreement,  and  endeavor  to  adjust 
the  difficulty.  If  his  efforts  should  prove 
futile,  he  shall  notify  the  Executive  Council 
of  ail  the  circumstances,  and  if  a majority  of 
said  Council  shall  decide  that  a strike  is 
necessary,  such  Union  may  be  authorized  to 
order  a strike ; and  it  is  imperatively  or- 
dered that  no  strike  or  lockout  shall  be 
deemed  legal,  or  moneys  expended  from  the 
defence  fund  on  that  account,  unless  the 
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strike  or  lockout  shall  have  been  authorized 
or  recognized  by  the  Executive  Council. 

Sect.  51.  When  a strike  has  been  au- 
thorized by  the  Executive  Council,  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  subordinate  Union  interested 
shall,  within  twenty-four  hours,  call  a meet- 
ing of  said  Union  (of  which  all  members  shall 
be  constitutionally  notified)  to  take  action 
thereon,  and  no  member  shall  vote  on  such 
question  unless  he  is  in  good  standing  and 
has  belonged  to  said  subordinate  Union  at 
least  six  months.  Should  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present  decide  in  favor  of  a 
strike,  the  President  of  the  subordinate  Un- 
ion shall  immediately  notify  the  Executive 
Council  that  a strike  has  been  inaugurated, 
and  the  number  of  men  involved  (union  and 
non-union) . 

Sect.  52.  When  a strike  has  been  inau- 
gurated under  the  provisions  of  Sections  50 
and  51,  the  Executive  Council  shall  pay  to 
the  order  of  the  President  and  Secretary  of 
the  Union  involved,  for  a period  of  eight 
weeks,  an  amount  equal  to  $7  per  week  for 
each  married  man,  and  $5  per  week  for  each 
single  man  entitled  thereto. 

Sect.  53.  No  member  of  a subordinate 
Union  on  strike  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
weekly  benefit  unless  he  reports  daily  to  the 
proper  officer  of  the  subordinate  Union 
while  the  strike  continues,  and  no  member 
who  shall  receive  a week’s  work  (four  days 
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to  be  considered  a week)  shall  receive 
benefits ; any  member  refusing  work  while 
out  on  strike  shall  be  debarred  from  all 
benefits  under  this  law. 

Sect.  54.  Any  Union  inaugurating  a 
strike  without  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Council  shall  receive  no  benefits  on  account 
of  said  strike.  Provided , That  if  a strike, 
lockout,  or  reduction  of  wages  be  forced  on 
a Union  without  an  opportunity  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  Section  50  said  Union 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  full  privileges  of  the 
defence  fund. 

Sect.  55.  In  a jurisdiction  where  more 
than  one  trade  holds  charters  from  the  In- 
ternational Typographical  Union,  they  shall 
create  a joint  standing  committee  to  con- 
sist of  three  members  from  each  body,  and 
their  duty  will  be  to  meet  at  least  once  every 
three  months  and  report  to  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  International  Typographical 
Union  the  condition  of  trade  in  said  city, 
and  to  this  committee  the  several  trades 
shall  refer  the  adjustment  of  difficulties 
with  employers.  Failing  to  adjust  any  diffi- 
culty, they  shall  immediately  call  upon  the 
President,  who  shall  repair,  in  person  or 
by  proxy,  to  the  city  involved,  and  failing  to 
effect  a settlement  of  the  question  at  issue, 
he' shall  proceed  as  provided  in  Sections  50 
and  5 1 ; and  a strike  or  lockout  of  any 
branch  or  craft  of  this  International  Union, 
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authorized  by  the  Executive  Council  thereof, 
shall  apply  alike  to  each  and  every  Union, 
craft,  and  individual  working  under  said  juris- 
diction in  the  office  or  concern  involved. 
Provided , Should  a majority  of  said  Unions 
fail  to  support  a proposition  to  strike,  the 
aggrieved  Union  may  take  an  appeal  to  the 
Executive  Council,  and  if,  after  being  fur- 
nished with  statements  from  all  parties  con- 
cerned, four-fifths  of  the  members  of  that 
body  think  the  inauguration  of  a strike  abso- 
lutely necessary,  the  President  shall  in  person, 
or  by  proxy,  again  attempt  to  effect  a settle- 
ment with  employers,  and  if  unsuccessful, 
shall,  through  the  officers  of  the  various 
Unions,  order  a general  strike  of  all  members 
of  the  International  Typographical  Union  em- 
ployed by  the  firm  or  firms  interested,  and 
those  disregarding  this  order  shall  be  forth- 
with expelled.  In  case  of  strike  or  lockout 
where  more  than  one  craft  is  involved,  settle- 
ment shall  be  made  by  a majority  vote  of  all 
crafts  involved.  Provided , That  in  making 
settlement  all  crafts  involved  shall  be  parties 
to  the  settlement  of  same  ; each  to  have  due 
consideration.  No  local  Union  shall  sign  a 
contract  guaranteeing  its  members  to  work 
for  any  proprietor,  firm,  or  corporation  unless 
such  contract  is  sanctioned  by  the  Allied 
Trades  Council.  Provided , further , That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
as  preventing  affiliated  Unions  from  becom-

ing  members  of  said  committee,  or  Allied 
Trades  Councils. 

Sect.  56.  In  case  of  impending  trouble 
involving  allied  crafts,  the  Executive  Counil 
shall  call  into  consultation  the  President  or 
Presidents  of  Unions  of  such  crafts. 

Sect.  57.  No  strike  shall  be  inaugurated 
by  a subordinate  Union  prior  to  at  least  one 
year  after  the  issuance  of  its  charter. 

Sect.  58.  When  there  shall  have  been  a 
strike  ordered  in  accordance  with  the  laws 
of  the  International  Union  all  union  men 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  notified.  In 
case  of  a strike  involving  one-third  of  the 
membership  of  a Union,  said  Union  may 
refuse  to  receive  cards  for  a period  not  ex- 
ceeding three  months,  or,  with  the  consent 
of  the  International  President,  six  months. 
With  this  exception  no  Union  shall  decline 
to  receive  a valid  travelling  card  under  any 
circumstances. 

Sect.  59.  All  moneys  received  by  a 
Union  from  the  Executive  Council  shall 
only  be  used  in  supporting  men  on  a strike 
or  lockout,  in  assisting  their  removal  to 
other  cities,  paying  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  Executive  Council,  and  prosecuting 
strikes  in  such  a manner  as  the  Union  in- 
terested and  the  Executive  Council  shall 
deem  necessary.  Provided , The  limit  of 
times  for  which  benefits  may  be  paid  in 
cases  of  strikes  or  lockouts  shall  not  exceed 
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eight  weeks.  Provided,  further,  That  where 
a member  who  is  on  strike  or  lockout  re- 
ceives four  weeks’  continuous  work,  his 
name  shall  not  again  be  restored  to  the  list 
of  those  entitled  to  benefits. 

Sect.  6o.  During  the  continuance  of  a 
strike  the  Executive  Board  of  a subordinate 
Union  shall  make  weekly  reports  to  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  International 
Union,  showing  the  amount  of  money  dis- 
tributed for  benefits,  number  of  benefi- 
ciaries, heads  of  families  and  single  persons, 
Union  or  non-union,  and  all  other  facts 
that  may  be  required.  All  moneys  from  the 
International  Union  defense  fund  remaining 
unused  by  the  local  Union  shall  be  returned 
to  the  Executive  Council. 

Sect.  6i.  To  affect  Union  men  prejudici- 
ally to  their  standing  in  the  Union  who  re- 
main at  work  in  an  office  where  any  number 
of  the  Union  men  in  such  office  have  struck 
work  on  what  they  deem  good  grounds  for 
such,  action,  the  strike  must  have  been  au- 
thorized in  accordance  with  Sections  50  and 
51  of  this  law.  Unless  so  ordered,  those 
remaining  in  the  office  are  not  liable  to 
charges  of  violation  of  any  Union  laws  by 
remaining  at  work. 

Sect.  62.  A member  of  a Union  cannot 
go  into  the  jurisdiction  of  a sister  Union  and 
take  the  place  of  a man  on  strike  for  wages 
without  being  liable  to  arraignment  and 
penalty. 
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Sect.  63.  It  is  contrary  to  Union  princi- 
ples for  any  person  holding  an  International 
Certificate  of  Membership  to  go  to  work  in 
a town  or  city  where  no  Union  exists  during 
the  progress  of  a strike  without  the  consent 
of  the  parties  engaged  in  such  strike,  and 
the  Union  issuing  such  certificate  has  the 
power,  upon  sufficient  proof  being  furnished, 
to  revoke  the  same  and  publish  the  holder 
thereof  as  an  unfair  man. 

Sect.  64.  In  the  event  of  a general  strike 
in  any  city  or  town  where  several  offices  are 
involved  no  Union  force  of  men  shall  refuse 
to  work  for  a proprietor  who  agrees  to  pay 
the  scale.  Provided , They  have  the  consent 
of  the  local  Union. 
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
